We  take  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Report  for  the  year  1914,  with 
its  detailed  and  interesting  data,  to  the  many  friends  of  our  Hospital,  beUeving 
they  will  find  therein  accurate  knowledge  of  what  we  have  been  doing  for  the 
relief  of  the  sick  and  injured  confided  to  our  care.  The  painstaking  efforts  of 
its  compilers  have  left  nothing  undone  to  render  the  task  worthy  in  every  way 
of  the  time  and  labor  expended  in  its  cause. 

While  there  is  some  decrease  from  last  year  in  the  number  of  patients 
treated,  there  is  an  increase  in  our  Charity  Days  and  in  the  cost  of  maintenance 
per  capita.  The  rise  in  price  of  nearly  every  commodity  used,  both  for  food 
and  supplies  generally,  has  made  alarming  headway  into  our  Appropriation, 
which  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  it.  We  trust  next  year 
may  be  more  favorable  to  us  in  this  matter,  and  that  the  Legislature  may  be 
moved  to  grant  us  the  sHght  increase  in  the  amount  appropriated  so  persever- 
ingly  advocated  by  our  zealous  representative,  Dr.  Melvin  M.  Franklin. 

The  addition  to  our  Isolation  Building,  begun  last  Spring,  was  finished  in 
November,  and  stands  a  perfectly  equipped  Infirmary  for  our  sick  Sisters,  as 
also  a  marked  improvement  in  the  symmetry  of  the  building.  To  all  who 
contributed  so  generously  for  Donation  Day  much  gratitude  is  due,  as  the 
proceeds  were  given  over  to  the  furtherance  of  this  work. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Hospital  proper,  and  the  work 
of  renovating  and  repair  is  still  going  on. 

The  crying  need  still  seems  to  be  a  Nurses'  Home,  and  we  look  forward  to 
some  definite  action  toward  its  erection  in  the  near  future.  Apart  from  the 
rest  and  convenience  this  will  afford  the  nurses,  comes  the  equally  pressing 
demand  for  more  room  for  patients,  a  problem  to  be  solved  only  when  the 
fourth  floor,  now  given  over  to  the  nurses,  may  be  available  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  their  untiring  zeal  and  faithful 
attention  that  we  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  work  of  our  Staff 
Members.  In  no  wise  could  we  have  succeeded  without  their  judicious 
cooperation. 

Our  Resident  Physicians  have  been  able  seconds  to  the  Staff,  lending 
themselves  in  every  way  to  the  many  calls  made  upon  their  time  and  labor 
for  the  benefit  of  the  patients  under  our  care. 

Our  nursing  corps,  both  male  and  female,  have  proven  themselves  alert 
to  the  needs  of  the  sick  and  suffering,  and  merit  a  large  share  in  our  success. 

The  Alumnae  Association  gave  the  annual  enjoyable  banquet  to  the  grad- 
uating class  on  May  27.  This  pleasant  function,  at  the  end  of  the  three  years' 
work  and  companionship,  helps  to  bring  all  members  of  the  school  into  closer 
connection  with  one  another  and  with  the  school. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks.  They  are  ever 
energetic  and  unflagging  in  their  interest  shown  toward  the  betterment  of 
our  Hospital  and  its  service.  To  its  distinguished  President,  our  Most  Rever- 
end Archbishop,  E.  F.  Prendergast,  D.D.,  we  are  indebted  for  an  unswerving 
loyalty  and  kindly  supervision  of  each  detail  of  its  affairs. 

To  our  revered  Chaplain,  Rev.  Robert  J.  Treacy,  S.  J.,  we  owe  great  vener- 
ation for  his  Christ-like  devotion  to  the  duties  of  his  arduous  office,  so  cheerfully 
performed. 

To  all  our  benefactors  who  have  in  any  way  helped  to  lighten  our  labor  of 
love,  our  heartfelt  thanks  are  proffered,  realizing  full  well  how  much  they  have 
shared  in  any  good  we  may  have  accomplished.  If  to  serve  the  poor  is  to 
minister  to  Christ  Himself,  the  blessed  assurance  may  be  theirs  that  a  countless 
number  of  times  He  has  been  sick,  naked  and  hungry  at  their  doors,  and  that  Hi  s 
knocking  has  not  been  in  vain.

The  Sun  arose  apparently  upon  a  New  Year  promising  increased  prosperity 
and  happiness.  The  economic  clouds  gave  promise  of  being  dispersed  under 
the  better  balanced  system  of  exchange,  and  the  determination  of  the  new 
tariff.  The  first  half  of  the  year  had  passed  when  the  assassination  of  the  heir 
to  the  Austrian  throne  and  his  consort  distressed  the  World.  It  was  not  thought 
that  even  this  sad  occurrence  could  disturb  the  World's  peace,  but  the  accumu- 
lation of  national  hate  and  jealousy,  together  with  the  greed  for  power  and 
mastery  upon  the  part  of  some  of  the  World's  rulers,  brought  about  the  most 
cruel  and  extensive  war  the  World  has  ever  known.  Homes,  churches,  towns 
and  cities  have  been  sacrificed;  nothing  held  sacred.  Backwards  and  forwards 
have  the  armies  surged  across  the  country,  leaving  devastation  and  disaster  in 
their  wake.  Thousands  have  left  their  bodies  to  moulder  and  decay  upon  the 
fields  of  battle;  many  thousands  more  have  been  made  homeless  and  have  been 
made  to  eat  the  bread  of  charity. 

But  what  has  this  carnage,  however  great,  to  do  with  St.  Joseph's  Hospital? 
Very  much.  Millions  of  people  in  Belgium,  Northern  France  and  Poland  are 
dependent  upon  the  charity  of  the  benevolent  for  food,  clothing  and  shelter. 
The  disturbed  and  disrupted  channels  of  commerce  have  thrown  thousands  out 
of  employment  in  our  own  Country,  making  them  temporarily  dependent  upon 
charity.  These  extraordinary  demands  have  greatly  curtailed  the  income  and 
seriously  limited  the  usefulness  of  all  our  hospitals  and  charities.  In  some 
instances,'sections  of  the  hospitals  have  had  to  be  closed,  and  a  less  number  of 
patients  admitted  for  treatment.  iFour  hundred  and  sixty-one  less  patients  were 
admitted,  and  four  hundred  and  thirty-four  fewer  patients  underwent  opera- 
tion than  in  the  year  preceding,  which  was  the  banner  year  of  the  Institution. 

In  spite  of  this  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  patients  treated  in  the 
Hospital,  the  total  examinations  made  by  the  Pathological  Department  were 
6,830,  a  relative  increase  of  980  over  the  preceding  year,  and  the  Department 
of  Radiography  made  1,605  exposures,  an  actual  increase  of  270  and  a  relative 
increase  of  461  exposures.  Each  of  these  Departments  has  been  increasing, 
not  only  in  the  amount,  but  the  character  of  service  rendered.  Their  incre- 
ment in  efficiency  has  been  notable  during  the  past  two  years,  and  they  have 
rendered  aid,  not  only  in  the  diagnosis  of  disease  or  injury,  but  also — through 
the  preparation  of  vaccines  and  by  radiotherapy — they  have  assisted  in  treat- 
ment as  well. 

Through  the  kind  cooperation  of  the  Staff,  arrangements  have  been  made 
with  St.  Vincent's  Maternity,  whereby  our  Internes  may  have  a  service  therein, 
which  enables  them  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  demanding  a 
definite  maternity  experience. 

I  am  directed  by  the  Management  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the 
untiring  and  earnest  devotion  of  both  the  Attending  and  Resident  Staffs. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  earnestly  beseech  the  charitably  inclined  to  keep 
in  mind  this  Institution,  in  which  the  unselfish  and  unremunerated  service  of 
the  Sisters  of  Charity  ensures  the  devotion  of  every  dollar  to  the  purposes 
for  which  it  was  intended, — the  rehef  of  suffering  humanity. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  CLINICAL  RECORDS

The  binding  of  the  Clinical  Records,  in  1903,  was  the  first  step  towards 
this  Department.  Standardization  began  in  1906  with  the  binding  of  the 
Annual  Reports  in  the  blue  garb  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  and  imprinting 
them  with  embossed  letters  of  the  white  of  their  cornets. 

In  1909,  the  Committee  tabulated  in  decades  the  number*  of  patients  and 
results  obtained  in  sixty  years,  recomputing  those  of  twenty-six  years  in  which 
individual  reports  were  not  made. 

Up  to  1909,  matter  preparatory  to  the  Reports  was  destroyed.  In  that 
year,  however,  cards  for  each  Diagnosis,  Complication,  and  Operation  of  every 
patient  "Discharged"  and  "Remaining"  were  written  by  the  Resident  Physi- 
cians as  the  basis  of  the  Annual  Report  and  the  nucleus  of  an  Expanding 
Disease-Index.  The  Report  was  tabulated  by  the  Committee  and  the  Registrar. 

In  1910,  the  filing  and  tabulation  of  the  Report  were  delayed  pending  the 
selection  of  a  nomenclature.  Upon  the  adoption  of  that  of  the  Bellevue 
Hospital,  it  was  written  upon  the  guides  of  the  Disease  and  of  the  Operation 
Indices  and  the  cards  filed  behind  them. 

These  guides  were  tabulated  for  recording  results  in  three  columns  of  ten 
years  each,  each  guide  providing  for  the  statistics  of  thirty  years.  White 
cards  and  buff  guides  recorded  patients  treated  by  the  Staff;  those  attended 
by  Non-Staff  Physicians  were  indicated  by  blue  cards  and  guides.  Date  guides 
of  fawn  color  for  the  Disease-Index  and  red  for  that  of  Operations  separated 
the  cards  of  different  years.  The  Annual  Report  was  written  from  the  titles 
in  and  the  entries  on  the  guides,  in  alphabetical  order,  thereby  making  but 
a  single  tabulation  in  place  of  the  ten  tabulations  hitherto  made  in  Reports. 

The  new  method  appears  to  ignore  Departments  in  presenting  the  output 
of  the  Hospital  more  conveniently  and  comprehensively:  but,  it  renders  credit 
in  mass  to  each  Department  in  "  Summaries  " — see  page  20 — and  in  detail,  in 
the  Card-Index. 

The  Management  prepared  in  this  year  a  room  in  the  basement  of  the 
east. wing  for  shelving,  in  closets,  the  bound  volumes  of  the  Clinical  Records 
and  for  use  as  the  office  of  the  Registrar. 

In  1911,  the  report  of  the  Receiving  Ward  and  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ments was  translated  into  the  Nomenclature  in  addition  to  the  Reports 
of  the  In-Patients,  so  that  the  statistics  of  any  one  subject  in  each  department 
of  the  Hospital  could  be  read  separately  and  totalled,  all  on  one  line  (see  pages 
of  this  Report,  21  to  73).  The  work  on  the  guides  and  on  the  Reports  of  1910 
and  of  1911  was  carried  on  outside  the  Hospital  by  one  of  the  Committee 
during  1912,  pending  the  institution  of  the  Department  of  Chnical  Records. 

At  the  beginning  of  1913,  the  Department  of  Clinical  Records  was  ini- 
tiated by  the  Management,  with  the  employment  of  two  clerks  under  a  Sister 
in  Charge.  The  Disease-Index  system  at  this  time  was  extended  by  the  use  of 
red  slips  for  the  Receiving  Ward  and  of  salmon-tinted  slips  for  the  Out-Patient 
Departments  filed  behind  one  salmon-tinted  guide,  tabulated  separately  for 
both.    In  this  year  the  Histories  were  re-indexed  alphabetically,  in  part. 

The  new  Department  received,  by  donation,  the  initial  units  of  Addressing 
and  of  Disease-Index  Cabinets  and  a  typewriter.  Later  the  Management 
provided  a  second  typewriter,  and  the  Sister  in  Charge  increased  the  equip- 
ment by  giving  the  use  of  a  third.  The  writing  of  the  cards  was  again  referred 
to  the  Residents. 

An  Expanding  Name- Index  of  the  Admission  or  Bed-Cards  was  begun 
early  in  this  year.  It  was  placed  in  a  cabinet  with  fiUng  space  for  fifteen 
years.  The  lower  part  of  the  cabinet  provided  for  the  temporary  filing  of 
"Clinical  Charts;  while  the  upper  part  served  as  a  desk  for  tabulating  from  the 
register,  and  contained  a  drawer  of  tabulated  rolls,  designed  for,  and  donated 
to,  the  Department.  The  Management  also  instaUed  other  office  furniture,  of 
the  best  material  and  workmanship. 

The  Report  for  1913,  with  the  exception  of  the  contributions  from  the 
Laboratories,  was  made  out  entirely  by  the  Department  of  Clinical  Records 
from  the  Indices,  thereby  relieving  other  Departments  from  the  burden  of  the 
annual  reports.

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In  this  Report,  that  for  1914,  the  chapter  from  the  Pathological  Labora- 
tory is  rendered  in  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Nomenclature,  completing  its 
application  to  all  Departments  of  the  Hospital. 

The  standardization  of  the  various  blank  forms  used  for  Clinical  Records 
was  begun  at  the  end  of  1912,  by  tabbing  and  indexing  them  in  the  order 
of:  (1)  Temperature  Chart:  (2)  Laboratory  Report;  (3)  Order  Blank; 
(4)  Nurse's  Record;  (5)  History  Sheet;  (6)  Operation  Slip. 

The  use  of  the  Nomenclature  was  facilitated  by  thumb -indexing.  Its 
employment  was  insured  by  the  Registrar  editing  the  entries  made  by  the 
Residents,  on  the  cards.  In  addition,  the  indexed  space  on  the  Temperature 
Chart  was  reserved  for  his  entry — in  the  terms  of  the  Nomenclature, 
prefixed  by  the  International  Number — of  the  Diagnosis,  Complications,  and 
Operations  of  each  patient  as  discharged  from  the  Hospital,  in  order  that 
the  entries  on  the  cards  and  register  might  be  correctly  copied  by  the  clerks. 
During  the  past  two  years,  the  duties  of  the  Registrar  have  been  assumed  by 
a  member  of  the  Committee  pending  the  appointment  of  a  suitable  incumbent. 

To  insure  the  supervision  of  Clinical  Records  of  patients  by  the  Physician 
in  Charge,  a  Monthly  Report  book  was  provided.  In  it,  throughout  the  past 
two  years,  each  Physician  of  the  Staff,  or  his  Assistant,  certified  to  the  correct- 
ness and  completeness  of  the  records  of  patients  discharged  in  the  preceding 
month,  or  entered  complaint  of  negligence.  Such  supervision,  has  much  im- 
proved the  character  of  the  Records. 

Early  in  1913,  the  Residents,  still  obliged  to  fill  out  the  Diagnosis  Cards, 
were  released  from  entries  on  the  Complication  and  Operation  Cards.  This 
necessitated  the  preparation  of  a  new  Operation  Slip  to  assist  the  clerks  to  fill 
out  the  Operation  Cards  correctly.  The  Complication  Cards  were  copied  from 
the  Indexed  Blanks  on  the  Temperature  Chart  as  filled  in  by  the  Registrar. 

During  1913  two  booklets  were  published  by  the  Committee:  the  first, 
on  Rules  Governing  Resident  Physicians,  prepared  by  the  Committee  on 
Rules;  the  second,  consisting  of  "Abstracts  from  the  International  Classifi- 
cation and  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Nomenclature,"  with  "Comments"  on 
each  and  the  presentation  of  "Some  Titles  of  Operations." 

In  addition  to  these  booklets  was  added  the  "Physician's  Pocket  Reference' ' 
of  the  Census  Bureau — making  a  total  insertion  of  one  hundred  and  twelve 
pages,  stitched  within  each  copy  of  the  Nomenclature,  that  information 
requisite  for  Clinical  Records  might  be  available. 

During  1914,  (i)  Temperature  Chart  was  tabulated  more  conveniently, 
additions  were  made  to  the  forms  of  (5)  History  Sheet,  and  two  new  bla:nks, 
(7)  X-Ray  Tracing,  and  (8)  Post-Mortem  Protocol,  were  added  to  the 
Chart  File. 

The  forms  of  the  Chart  File  have  been  electrotyped  so  that  these  Indexed 
Blanks  can  be  furnished  with  the  name  of  any  institution  desiring  them. 

The  cards  and  shps  in  the  Disease-  and  Operation-Indices,  filed  in  the  past 
six  years,  now  total  60,991.  Each  of  these  is  handled  at  least  five  times  by  the 
serving  member  of  the  Committee,  to  complete  their  checking  and  filing. 
When  the  Department  outgrows  its  present  quarters,  the  Committee  trust 
that  increased  resources  will  provide  the  Management  with  means  to  place  the 
Record  Room  within  the  Central  or  Administration  Building,  contiguous  to 
the  Main  Office. 

The  preparatory  work  detailed,  has,  up  to  this,  delayed  filing  of  the  cards 
and  the  ptiblication  of  the  Annual  Reports.  But,  as  the  Report  of  this  Depart- 
ment is  signed  to  day,  all,  but  the  last  of  the  forms  of  the  Annual  Report  for 
1914,  are  off  the  press;  the  Clinical  Records-^as  throughout  the  past  two  years 
— are  indexed  to  the  end  of  the  preceding  month ;  and  the  cards  indexing  the 
patients  discharged  in  the  first  month  of  1915  have  been  checked  with  the 
Histories  and  the  Register,  and  undergone  preliminary  filing. 

With  the  efficiency  developed  in  the  Department  in  two  years,  not  only 
can  the  records  of  any  patient  be  referred  to  unfailingly  within  three  minutes, 
but  the  Annual  Report  can  be  completed  at  an  even  eaidier  date. 

In  respectfully  submitting  this  Report,  appreciation  is  hereby  expressed 
of  the  assistance  received  from  the  Sister  in  Charge  and  the  Clerical  Force  of 
the  Record  Room;  from  the  Resident,  Out-Patient,  and  Attending  Stafl:;  and 
from  the  Management,  in  the  Committee's  conduct,  under  it,  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Clinical  Records.

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TO  APPLICANTS 


The  term  and  course  of  instruction  embraces  a  period  of  two  years 
for  men  and  of  three  years  for  women,  the  first  two  months  of  which  are 
probationary.  Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  or  men  between 
twenty-two  and  thirty  years  of  age,  and  must  possess  a  good  common 
school  education.  Those  presenting  a  High  School  diploma  will  be  ad- 
mitted without  the  usual  examination  which  takes  place  during  the  proba- 
tionary period. 

Applicants  are  required  to  furnish  a  physician's  certificate  of  sound 
health,  and  two  testimonials  of  good  character,  establishing  mental  and 
physical  capacity  for  the  duties  of  nursing,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Sister 
in  charge  of  the  hospital. 

The  said  Sister  has  full  power  to  decide  as  to  their  fitness  for  the 
work,  and  as  to  the  propriety  of  retaining  or  dismissing  them  at  the  end  of 
two  months'  probation.  She  may  also,  at  any  time,  discharge  them  for 
misconduct  or  inefficiency. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  7  A.  m.  to  7  p.  M.,  and  the  night 
nurses  from  7  p.  m.  to  7  A.  m.  Every  nurse  is  allowed  one  hour  off  duty  in 
the  afternoon,  except  in  cases  of  great  emergency.  She  is  also  allowed  a 
half  day  each  week  and  a  vacation  of  two  weeks  in  the  year.  The  allow- 
ance is  S5.00  per  month  for  women;  for  men,  $10.00  per  month,  first  year; 
and  $15.00  per  month,  second  year. 

As  the  school  is  strictly  undenominational,  there  are  no  religious 
services  connected  with  it,  and  all  nurses  are  privileged  to  attend  on 
Sunday  the  place  of  worship  of  their  choice. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Staff  Committee,  50  per  cent,  of  the  final 
marking  is  based  on  the  class-room  work  and  the  practical  nursing  during 
the  course.  These  marks  are  given  by  the  Supervising  Nurse  to  the 
Examining  Committee  of  the  Staff  for  final  average. 

When  the  full  term  is  completed,  the  nurses  thus  trained  receive,  after 
final  examination,  diplomas  certifying  to  their  period  of  training,  their 
proficiency  and  their  good  character.
